> Minimum Data Set (MDS): Personnel in the MDS program develop and implement the 
delivery of health care information and provide consultative assistance regarding the 
MDS process to health care facilities. 

> Outcome and Assessment Information Set (OASIS): Staff is charged with developing and 
implementing the delivery of health care information, providing consultative assistance 
regarding the OASIS process to home health agencies and maintaining the OASIS state 
repository for upload to the national CMS repository. 
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
